tiemen  are  bribed  to  a  periodical  residence  on  their  estates.  By  the 
game  legblature’the  open  delivery  of  the  suffrage  will  be  approved, 
under  the  shallow  pretence  of  cherishing  the  courage  of  the  people, 
whose  morals,  in  the  former  instance,  it  scruples  not  to  debauch  for 
toys.  “  The  courage  of  the  people !  ” — ^how  palpably,  how  impu¬ 
dently  false  the  pretext — how  unnatural,  how  impossible  the  object 
on  the  part  of  those  who  profess  it.  In  the  history  of  human  fatuity, 
when  has  the  spoiler  felt  an  interest  in  cherishing  the  spirit  of  the 


when  has  the  spioiler  felt  an  interest  in  cherishing  the  spirit  of  the 
spoiled?  When  has  the  roaster  manifested  a  disposition  to  cultivate 
the  courage  of  tlie  enthralled  ?  No,  no— <our  Oligarchy  can  have  no 
vocation  to  sustain  a  boldness  which  might  rudely  pluck  them  from 
their  seats  of  power.  But  the  plea,  take  it  as  we  may,  is  common  to 
the  prize-ring,  the  bear-garden,  and  the  cock-pit,  whose  brutalities 
have  all  been  defended  as  stimulants  to  courage,  and  Mr  Peel  only 
borrows  the  arguments  of  Pierce  Egan,  and  Lord  Joun  Russell 
speaks  but  as  a  Gully. 

Were  the  truth,  however,  to  be  declared,  open  voting  would  be 
justified  on  this  ground,  that  it  assimilates  the  represented  to  their 
representatives — that  it  allows  of  spreading  the  lues  of  jobbing  on  the 
one  hand,  or  abject  submission  to  power  on  the  other,  and  consists 
with  venality  and  subserviency.  What  the  Commons  House  is  to  the 
nation,  the  elective  bodies  are  to  the  unfranchised  mass  of  (he  people,  in 
respect  of  powers  perverted  and  trusts  betrayed ;  but  the  errors  of  the 
latter  are  of  weakness,  not  of  choice;  they  suffer  corruption  under 
exposure  to  mighty  influences,  and  protection  is  necessary  to  the 
existence  of  pubKc  virtue  in  their  conditions  of  dependence.  There  is 
but  one  protection  which,  in  this  country  of  Richmonds  and  Sadlers, 
as  rubud  by  jM  eMBuet  of  public  liberty,  together  with  some  others 
Hot  deserving  of  that  description,  but  who  are  more  led  away  by 
toasts,  sentiments,  and  clap-traps,  than  guided  by  reason,  and  that 
protection  is,  the  protection  of  virtue  in  the  dischargei)f  public  duties 
most  obnoxious  to  the  resentment  of  power.  Parliament  daily  inv- 
plores  Heaven  not  to  lead  it  into  temptation,  but  yet  that  earthly 
representation  of  Omnipotence  observes  so  ill  the  rule  of  doing  as  it 
would  be  done  by,  that  nothing  will  satisfy  it  but  leading  the  virtue 
of  its  constituents  into  temptation  for  the  improvement  of  its  merit. 
Can  we  wonder  that  Providence  should  visit  with  an  incontinent 
yieWiug  to  all  evil  persuasions,  an  assembly  whose  supplications  for 
themselves  and  laws  for  others  are  of  this  discrepancy  ?  If  it  be  a 
ouiy  to  pray  against  temptation,  it  is  also  one  to  guard  against  it;  and 
not  till  we  send  modesty  to  the  brothel  should  we  argue  for  exposing 
no^ty  to  the  allurements  and  fears  of  the  hustings.  The  virtue  least 
tried,  we  may  be  assured,  will  always  be  the  greatest,  though  not  the 
»ost  glorious,  and  its  substance,  not  its  show,  is  that  for  which  we 
are  occasion.  Yet  per^ns  who  are  even  becoming  reconciled  to 
•^protection  of  their  lives  and  property  by  the  new  police,  still 
J^mently  oppose  the  project  of  protecting  electors  in  tne  exercise 
etr  powers.  “  Conscience  makes  cowards  of  us  all,”  they  argue — 
ve  men  to  the  secret  and  quiet  monitions  of  conscience,  and  there

either  in  the  one  case  or  in  the  other.  It  is  only  those  who  now  vote  for 
A,  while  their  hearts  and  convictions  are  for  B,  whom  the  introduction  of 
the  ballot  would  convert  into  **  sneaks  and  cowards,’*  by  empowering  them 
to  do  that  secretly  which  they  are  afraid  to  do  oi^nly.  But  does  not  the 
very  statement  of  the  fact  imply  that  these  are  the  voters  who  at  uresent 
disguise  and  belie  their  conscientious  convictions,  from  the  fear  of  injury 
at  the  hands  of  a  patron  ?  If  such  voters  would  be  cowards  under  the 
secret  system  of  voting,  it  is  only  because  they  are  already  cowards  under 
the  open  system ;  and  were  I  to  concede  that  the  ballot  would  open  the 
door  to  cowardice  in  one  way,  I  should  yet  contend  that  it  would  put  an 
end  to  exactly  as  much  cowardice  in  another. 

‘  But  it  is  a  manifest  misemployment  of  an  obnoxious  term  to  character¬ 
ise  secret  voting  as  cowardly  a  practice  uniform  among  all  Clubs  of 
English  Gentlemen,  and  adopted  both  in  France  and  in  the  United  States. 
When  (here  are  two  modes  of  effecting  the  same  end— the  one  safe  and 
easy,  the  other  fraught  with  injury  and  danger — it  is  not  timidity,  but  wis¬ 
dom,  to  choose  the  former.  Under  open  voting,  the  honest  voter  must 
make  up  his  mind  to  serious  loss,  perhaps  even  to  ruin ;  and  none  but  men 
of  uncommon  firmness  and  high  principle  can  give  an  honest  vote.  This 
is  what,  I  presume,  gentlemen  mean  when  they  talk  about  open  voting  as 
^  snitable  to  English  spirit  and  manliness'*— that  such  a  degree  of  courage, 
unknown  in  France  and  America,  is  to  be. found  only  in  EkigUnd.  Bat  the 
fact  notoriously  proves  that  it  is  as  rare  here  as  any  where  else.  Out  of 
one  hundred  votes,  you  get  ninety-nine  over-awed,  seduced,  or  silenced, 
and  one  honest  martyr.  Substitute  the  ballot,  and  you  hare  one  hundred 
conscientious  votes,  without  danger  to  any  one.* 

.  And  who  are  the  men  who  would  delight  in  these  martyrdoms  of 
honesty,  who  would  call  on  the  tenant  or  dependent  to  provoke  the 
vengeance  of  power,  and  beggar  himself  for  the  public  cause  ?  Look 
at  them  in  their  great  theatre  of  action,  and  calculate  the  sacrifices 
they  are  capable  of  making  for  conscience*  sake.  Where  is  the  Member 
who  would  em peril  his  fortunes  for  the  expresgton  of  an  honest 
I  opinion?  How  few  there  are  that  will  even  incur  the  poor  penalty  oC 
their  party’s  displeasure  for  the  same  object — how  few  that  would 
bazara  their  popularity  in  their  clubs  for  the  assertion  of  a  truth 
momentous  to  millions. .  And  these  men  of  power,  means,  and  oppor- 
lunities,  and  no  sacrifices,  will  unblushiogly  call  on  the  weak  and 
humble  for  all  sacrifices,  making  their  own  virtue  consist  in  theic 
approval  of  the  ruin  of  honesty,  for  a  cause  for  which  they  will  not 
wag  a  tongue  to  the  effect  of  a  social  inoonvenienoe  of  the  moat  trtiing 
kind.  They  would  like  to  see  the  glories  of  devotion  as  persons  like 
to  see  tragedies,  sitting  at  ease  and  safety  in  theatres.  **  Be  Cur- 
tiuses,”  they  say  to  their  constituents — “  leap  into  gulphs,  and  we 
will  approve  ana  applaud,  taking  care,  at  the  same  time,  to  observe 
the  decorums  of  Parliament,  keep  the  ear  of  the  House,  the  entree  of 
Almack’s,  and  the  good  opinion  of  the  Clubs;  whence  we  may  live 
smoothly  and  happily,  enjoying  the  blessings  of  wealth  and  the* 
respect  of  our  order,**-  The  property,  which  is  the  basis  of  represen¬ 
tation,  is  no  basis  of  sacrifice.  They  who  have  little,  shall  risk  all : 
th^  wko  have  much,  hazard  neither  lost  of  wealth  nor  opinion. 

The  objection  of  hypocrisy  is  disposed  of  by  a  reasoning  parallel 
to  that  which  applies  to  the  nonsensical  prate  about  cowardice.  The 
men  who  openly  vote,  and  bawl,  and  cheer,  and  colour  it,  against 
their  convictions,  are  hypocrites;  and  if,  in  the  ballot-box,  they  should 
give  effect  to  their  sincere  choices  in  opposition  to  their  promises,  they 
would  be  only  the  same  hypocrites  still,  but  with  this  difference,  that 
their  performance  would  m  consistent  with  public  duty,  though  their 
professions  were  false. 

But  it  is  objected,  that  the  Ballot  would  lead  to  a  complicated  sys¬ 
tem  of  Bribery.  If  bribery  must  exist,  let  it  be  complicated ;  the  more 
complicated  the  better;  the  more  complicated,  the  more  difficult;  the 
more  difficult,  the  more  uncommon.  They  who  dread  the  connplica- 
tion  of  a  thing  are  those  who  have  an  interest  in  the  ease  of  simpli¬ 
city.  In  the  Debate  on  the  5th  instant, —

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The  observation  proceeds  on  an  erroneous  idea  of  the  objects  oc 
the  privilege.  The  privilege  is  not  conferred  for  the  narrow  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  individual,  but  for  the  benefit  of  the  community  in  which 
he  will  share.  We  are  not  to  consider  how  the  privilege  can  be  ren¬ 
dered,  most  valuable  to  its  possessor,  but  how  it  can  be  rendered  most 
valuable  to  the  society,  for  whose  good,  he  u  a  trustee  should  exerw 
cise  it.  At  Westbury,  we  are  aware  the  practice  does  not  square 
with  our  theory,  and  we  are  not  surprised  at  Mr  Peel’s  having  con¬ 
sidered  the  franchise  merely  as  a  personal  property,  to  be  managed 
for  the  greatest  profit  of  the  owner — a  mere  article  for  the  market.  It 
were  strange  Indeed,  if  the  voices  of  humble  constituents  were  treated 
as  less  sordidly  interested  and  venal  than  those  commonly  of  their 
Honourable  Representatives.

But  te  there  any  creature  so  simple  as  to  believe  that  the  House  of 
Commons  would  resbt  the  Ballot,  if  it  were  a  facility  to  bribery  ? 
Will  any  one  believe  too,  that  the  Honouoable  House  has  so  vehement 
a  repugnance  to  the  idea  of  hypocrisy — the  appreheniion  professed 
being  itself  the  very  perfection  oi  hypocrisy  ?  If  hypocrisy  be  indeed 
abhorred  by  the  House,  let  every  Member  frankly  declare  by  what 
means  be  w  possessed  himself  of  his  seat,  and  let  us  see  by  these 
honest  and  eottrtgeoui  declarations  with  how  much  bribery  the  excel- 
lent  practice  of  open  voting  consists.  Let  Mr  Peel  of  Westbury 
begin — he  has  already  voudi^  for  the  purity  of  his  constituents— let 
him  show  that  there  is  no  hypocrisy  on  bis  tongue,  or  briery  in  their 
pockets.  Let  the  House  prove  itself  worthy  of  its  constituents — the 
Representatives  worthy  of  the  Represented.  Honourable  Gentlemen, 
manifest  the  courogef  the  ingenuousness,  the  open  dealing,  the  inde¬ 
pendence,  the  incomtpta  fide$  nudaque  veritat,  you  profess  to  cultivate

love  those  qualities,  how  you  got  into  that  House.  Why  nave  you 
reserves? — you  have' no  landlord  to  eject  you,  no  Newcastle,  no 
patron  to  onend,  no  ruin  staring  you  in  the  face ;  and  if  you  displease 
the  Minbter,  the  worst  consequence  may  only  be  the  difference 
between  port  and  claret,  and  you  may  sell  the  racers  and  give  up  the 
elegant  irregularity  in  the  King’s  road,  for  noble  public  virtue !  And 
fome  of  you  have  no  places  or  comforts  of  office. — True  you  reply,  but 
what  will  they  say  in  the  Club : — how  black  they  will  look  at 
Baooas’i— how  they  would  gather  in  windows  and  talk  at  the  impru¬ 
dent  truth-teller — These,  yea,  these  motives,  will  weigh  with  the  men 
who  will  hold  forth  on  tlie  glory  of  leaving  the  poor  freeholder,  or 
burgher  to  the  alternative  of  dishonesty  or  sheer  ruin.  Impudent  hy¬ 
pocrites  1  craven  praters  of  courage,  parading  your  boastful  sentiments 
upon  other  men’s  risks !  we  have  no  words  adequate  to  our  contempt 
for  you. 

The  sum  of  the  objections  to  the  Ballot  is,  it  will  break  up  the 
fdjnha  latrmum — there  will  be  an  end  of  all  confidence  between  the 
briber  and  the  bribed.  The  Timet  remarks— 

*  Under  a  syttem  of  Ballot  there  can  be  no  confidence,  or  eo-0|icration, 
•r  wutnal  encouragement,  between  candidate  and  elector,  in  the  pursuit 
•f  great  publie  objects.  At  present,  in  England,  men  can  distinguish 
Iheir  friends  from  Ibeir  opponents.  Etery  man  awowa  kia  preference^ 
and  waainiaina  ii  in  ike  face  of  day.  Fawning  speeches  are  not  had 
rtooarse  to  bj  voters,  as  a  mask  for  underhand  hostility.  The  general 
character  of  an  English  election,  with  every  allowance  both  for  bribery 
and  for  bullying,  is  one  of  boldneaa,frankneaa  and  aetf-aaaertion  in  the 
eonsUluent  bod/.* 

The  force  of  audacious  falsehood  caa  surely  no  farther  go.  **  No 
confidence— >  no  co-operation  in  the  pursuit  of  great  public  objects'* — 
well,  suppose  these  things  should  be  wanting  in  the  pursuUj  but  that 
the  attainment  of  Uie  objcclt  themselves  should  be  forwarded  ?  The 
end,  not  the  pursuit,  we  take  to  be  the  main  concern.  The  great 
public  objects,  however,  which  the  Times  has  io  view,  may  differ 
from  those  io  which  we  refer — the  largest  price  for  the  vote,  the 
largest  price  io  favour  or  in  money,  in  meal  or  in  malt,  as  they  phrase 
k  in  the  House  of  Commons,  may  be  the  object  on  the  one  hand,  and 
the  addition  of  M.P.,  the  lust  of  power,  or  the  opportunity  of  putting 
out  the  price  of  an  honour  to  profitable  interest,  that  on  the  other 
part.  At  present,  men  can  distinguish  not  their  friends,  as  the  Timet 
asserts,  but  their  slaves,  from  their  opponents;  and  as  for  the  avowal  of 
preferences,  while  the  awe  of  power  and  the  influence  of  corruption 
are  working,  it  is  manifestly  impossible  to  estimate  the  sincerity  of 
any  declarations  of  opinion.  Fawning  speeches  are  not  had  recousae 
to,  as  a  mask  for  underhand  hostility,  but  they  are  had  recourse  to  as 
an  accompaniment  to  venality,  or  as  the  pretences  gracing  an  act  of 
smothered  aversion ;  and  as  for  boldness,  frankness,  and  self-asser¬ 
tion,  when  they  have  place,  we  tee  their  consequences  at  Newark  or 
Orampound. 

In  Parliament,  the  arguments  kpAnti  the  ballot  (u  reported)  were 
almost  u  puerile  as  those  of  the  Itmet: —

THE  PSEUDO  REFORMS  OP  THE  LAW. 

We  copy  from  the  Standard  the  following  concise  statement  and  esti¬ 
mate  of  the  Attorney-General’s  improvements  of  the  law: — 

*  The  two  moveable  terms  are  to  be  fixed,  and  all  the  terras  are  to  be 
slightly  advanced  in  the  year.  One  Judge  is  to  be  added  to  each  of  the 
common  law  courts;  and  of  the  five  Judges  thus  appointed,  one  is  to  sit 
regularly  at  Nisi  Prius,  while  the  remaining  four  sit  in  banco.  The 
Welsh  judicature  is  to  be  abolished,  and  the  fFe/sA  business  in  banco  u  to 
be  drawn  to  Westmiosier;  the  English  circuits  being  extended  into  Wales. 
Arrests  on  mesne  process  are  to  be  Hmitted  to  eases  where  the  debt  sworn 
to  shall  amount  to  a  hundred  pounds.  This  is  the  result  of  three  or  four 
years*  gestation  by  common  law  commissioners,  &c.  This  is  the  project 
which  is  to  redeem  the  pledge  held  out  in  the  Commissioners*  speech.  In 
this  way  it  is  that  the  universal  cry  for  cheap,  for  speedy,  and  for  near 
justice,  is  answered— viz.  by  abolishing  frugal  and  local  courts,  as  far  ss 
it  goes,  and  by  erecting  contrivances  to  expand  the  already  plethoric 
breeches  pockets  of  half  a  dozen  lawyers  in  Westminster  hall.* 

The  abolition  of  arrests  on  mesne  process  for  sums  under  a  hun¬ 
dred  pounds,  is  the  only  part  of  these  projects  which  we  regard  as  of 
any  substantial  benefit ;  and  it  is  still  to  be  asked  why  the  opportunity 
of  depriving  men  of  lil^rty  should  continue  for  sums  above  a  hundred 
pounds.  As  the  law  stands,  any  scoundrel  may  swear  a  person  into  a 
spunging-house  to  serve  the  knavish  purpose  of  the  instant,  and  it  is 
as  easy  for  a  rogue  to  swear  debts  of  hundreds  or  thousands  as  of 
scores.  What  is  necessary,  is  some  hold  upon  plaintiffs — the  demand 
of  some  security  or  pledge,  for  example,  which  may  render  the  plain¬ 
tiff  forthcoming  to  maintain  his  claim,  or  take  the  consequences  of  a 
false  demand,  if  he  insists  on  issuing  a  writ  abridging  the  liberty  of 
the  defendant. 

On  the  abolition  of  the  Welch  Courts  we  have  before  commented, 
and  we  consider  the  change  as  proceeding  in  direct  oppiosition  to  the 
true  course  of  law  reform.  Sir  James  Scarlett  claims  great  honour 
for  the  Crown,  which  has  consented  to  part  with  the  jobs  peitaining 
to  Welch  Judicature,  in  consideration  of  the  supposed  public  inter¬ 
ests.  These  forbearances  are  fine  topics  of  praise,  and  cannot  but 
exalt  the  opinion  of  our  Government,  thus  glorified,  because,  forsooth, 
it  can  consent  to  abandon  political  traffic  in  the  very  seats  of  Justice. 
Sir  James  Scarlett  styles  it  abandonment  of  patronage;  but  if  the  thing 
called  patronage  was  exercised  for  the  public  good,  its  surrender  for  the 
same  object  would  be  no  matter  for  boast ;  and  if  it  was  not  so  exercised, 
the  renouncement  of  the  mal-practices  is  surely  a  negative  virtue  of  tco 
humble  a  kind  to  be  set  in  the  glories  of  the  Crown.  Restituiioa  is 
rather  a  thievish  grace,  and  beneficium  latronit  non  occidere.  Sir 
James  has  as  hard  a  hand  for  a  compliment  as  a  kindness,  and  he 
flatters  the  Crown  about  as  agreeably  as  he  serves  the  Press. 

The  arrangements  respecting  the  terms.are  entirely  worthy  of  the 
genius  of  Scarlett,  and  we  hope  when  he  has  yet  more  studiously 
applied  his  great  mind  to  Law  Reform,  he  will  propose  a  Bill  for 
adjusting  the  curls  of  barristers’  wigs,  regulating  the  tails,  directing  the 
cut,  and  better  ordering  the  powder  and  pomatum.  The  shape,  hem¬ 
ming,  and  washing  of  bands  may  also  exercise  bis  skill  in  improve¬ 
ment,  and  fill  the  amplitude  of  his  intelligence. 

It  is  obvious  that  Sir  James  has  had  nothing  in  view  but  the  con¬ 
venience  of  the  profession.  But  what  other  object  could  he  enter¬ 
tain  ?  What  higher  object  is  his  mind  capable  of  conceiving,  if  > 
mind  we  are  to  call  that  bag  full  of  briefs?  The  sort  of  rubbish  he 
offers  as  reasons  indicates  the  kind  of  reform  likely  to  proceed  from 
such  an  intellect.

fiew  and  all  these  arguments  are  valid.  Sir  James  Scarlett’s  expe¬ 
rience  of  the  law  makes  apparent  to  him  its  excellence  in  a  gracious 
fortune.  He  speaks  of  it  as  a  physician  talks  of  sickness ;  and  oh  that 
we  bad  but  a  Moli^re  to  make  comedy  of  this  craft !  Duifokut  had 
never  been  painted,  had  a  Scarlett  b^n  seen  by  the  great  master, 
who  has  sketched  indeed  one  of  his  features  in  this  delicious  passage, 
wbicti  shews  that  the  quackeries  are  as  cognate  as  the  sciences : —

On  Juries,  Sir  James  held  forth  thus  luminously

the  fscts,  facilitated  the  administration  ofjualice,  and  gave  a  certainty  to 
our  law  such  as  was  not  to  be  found  in  any  other  country.* 

*  Facilitated  the  administration  of  justice  1* — How  explanatory,  and 
not  in  the  least  degree  like  begging  the  question !  Then  the  pre-emi- 
MDt  certainty  of  our  liwl — how  unquestionably  true — how  the  stamp 
of  verity  is  indeed  put  on  all  the  positions  of  the  Attorney,  by  such  an 
assertion  as  that,  in  a  country  where  a  man  notoriously  cuts  off  his 
child’s  head  with  complete  impunity,  and  where  Judges  themselves 
recommend  prisoners  pleading  guilty  to  retract  their  admission,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  chaneet. 

Sir  James  also  commended  the  cheapness  of  English  law,  and 
itated’what  will  in  due  season  be  proved  false,  that  the  average  cost 
of  suits  does  not  exceed  140/.  What  can  be  expected  in  the  way  of 
reform  from  a  mao  who  professes  these  opinions  of  the  existing  abo¬ 
mination  ? 

The  Solicitor-General  was  not  deficient  in  absurdities ;  but,  as 
I  became  a  secondary  officer,  he  kept  them  under  the  enormity  of  those 
of  bis  chief.  From  the  abolition  of  the  Welch  Judicature — 

*  tie  wangled  loaew  ihat  the  situation  of  Judge  and  Barrister  was  to 
4t  separated,  and  a  clear  line  of  distinction  drawn  between  them;  for 
Dothiof  could  well  be  more  distinct  than  their  several  duties.  A  Judge

evil;  but  thinking  his  invective  unmeasured  and  unsparing,  be  does 
not  reprobate  its  injustice  and  expose  its  immorality,  but  contents  him¬ 
self  with  a  wish  that  those  whom  he  regards  may  not  come  under  its 
cruel  sweep.  We  say,  invective  of  such  a  character  should  be  defied 
not  deprecated ;  and  we  hold  the  man  despicable,  who  knowing  its 
nature  fears  to  encounter  it,  or  councils  awe  to  others.  To  try  the 
sentiment  in  question,  we  ask,  who  would  say,  God  forbid  that  my 
friend  should  fall  under  the  chastisement  of  Aristides  1  The  depre¬ 
cation  instanced  in  Mr  Hobhouse's  speech  evinces  the  opinion  of 
abuse  of  powers,  and  inculcates  craven  submission  to  the  terrors  of 
injustice.  Did  we  call  upon  Heaven  on' such  occasion,  it  would  be 
to  grant  that  our  friends  should  spring  at  a  bully's  throat  wherever 
his  prowess  was  trumpeted  for  intimidation. 

Let  Mr  Hobhouse's  friends  be  cheered  too  by  remembering  that 
those  philippics  are  of  no  resistless  career.  Throw  but  the  stone 
and  the  giant  dies.  Canning,  without  invoking  Heaven,  discovered 
and  used  a  logic  which  was  a  match  for  the  learned  Member's  violence. 
With  one  word  he  stopped,  and  for  ever,  an  invective  in  full  current 
against  himself.  The  '* chastisement"  was  interrupted  and  never  again* 
resumed,  nay,  it  was  turned  to  panegyric.  There  Greek  met  Greek. 
The  dealer  in  invective  was  grappled  with  by  the  bully  of  the  bad 
house,  and  the  brothers  were  both  in  the  wrong.  We  cite  this  in¬ 
stance  not  from  approving  of  it,  but  as  it  may  serve  to  show  Mr 
Hobhouse’s  friends  that  even  bad  manners,  which  are  more  at  com¬ 
mand  than  Heaven,  have  had  the  effect  of  a  charm  in  laying  those 
terrors  which  are  held  out  to  them  as  so  mighty,  and  worthy  of  the 
aversion  of  the  Deity  himself.  Truth  is  the  simple  muniment  with 
which  every  power  used  for  evil  may  be  met,  and  with  a  fling  of  it 
the  Goliahs  of  invective  may  be  brought  to  the  dust. 

Parliamentary  interest  in  foreign  politics  would  seem  in  inverse 
proportion  to  national  concern.  Thus  no  enquiry  is  pressed  as  to  the 
pending  arrangements  for  placing  Prince  Leopold  on  the  throne  of 
Greece,  though  that  measure  seems  big  with  future  involvements, 
wars,  and  charges  to  this  country.  If  questions  are  asked  now,  they 
will  be  said  to  be  premature,  and  if  they  are  postponed  till  the 
answers  are  ready,  they  will  be  pronounced  too  late.  The  scheme 
ought  to  be  denounced  in  anticipation.  If  carried  into  effect,  the 
Duke  of  Wellington  will  have  prepared  a  mischief  for  the  country, 
countervailing  a  hundred-fold  all  the  good,  performed  or  designed, 
that  sycophancy  has  attributed  to  him.

THEATRICAL  EXAMINER. 

King’s  Theatre. 

The  great  success  of  Masaniello  has  led  to  the  production  of  another 
similar  transmigration  of  an  opera  into  a  ballet,  we  wish  we  could  say 
with  equal  effect ;  but  neither  the  nature  of  the  subject  nor  of  the 
music  are  of  a  character  so  likelv  to  become  popular.  Afataniello  was 
full  of  bustle  and  stirring  incident,  and  the  variety  of  the  situations 
gave  the  composer,  as  well  as  the  ballet-master,  opportunity  for 
displaying  their  respective  merits;  in  GuUlaume  Tell,  on  the  contrary, 
there  is  very  little  incident.  The  nature  of  the  plot  requires  the  aid 
of  words  to  be  thoroughly  understood,  and  the  stamps,  frowns,  wry 
faces,  and  evolutions  of  arms  and  legs,  are  wasted  in  a  vain  at¬ 
tempt  to  delineate  the  subject.  The  hacknied  incident  of  shoot¬ 
ing  the  apple  from  the  son’s  head  is  almost  the  only  one  intelligible, 
and  this  was  not  managed  with  effect.  There  is  some  good  mountain 
scenery,  and  some  of  the  melodies  of  the  Swiss  characters  are  very 
pleasing;  but  altogether  Boss  mi  has  disappointed  our  expectatioiif. 
He  has  departed  from  the  lively  and  sparkling  strains  which  are  so 
fascinating  m  his  early  productions,  and  seems,  in  proportion  as  hit 
fancy  became  exhausted,  to  resort  to  science  and  quaint  passages,  to 
supply  the  place  of  enthusiastic  feeling.  We  think  the  brilliancy  and^ 
ever-varying  melodies  of  the  Barber  of  Seville  and  ^  Gaxza  Ladra 
are  but  poorly  compensated  for  by  cola  efforts  at  originality,  or,  what 
is  worsci  imitation  of  other  writers.  It  should  in  jusUoe  be  remem¬ 
bered,  that  it  is  scarcely  fair  to  judge  of  vocal  music  by  a  merely 
instrumeotal  arrangement  of  it;  but  still  an  opera  ballet  ought  to 
impart  at  least  the  feeling  displayed  ^  the  composer,  and  music  is 
often  very  much  heightened  in  its  effect  by  Uie  ac^mpaniment^of

The  first  of  these  Concerts  was  held  on  Wednesday  the  Srd  inst.  Lord  Daen* 
LKY.  we  believe,  the  Director  for  the  evening.  The  finest  solo  singing  was  by 
Mr  Vaughan  in  the  anthem,  “  O  come,  let  us  worship  ;**  “  If  guiltless 
blood,**  by  Miss  Stephens,  the  character  of  which  is  better  suited  to  her 
renius  than  the  hackneyed  and  common>p1ace,  “Let  the  bright  Seraphim:** 
»  air  we  would  scarcely  cross  the  threshold  to  hear  an  archangel  sing ; 
unless,  indeed,  Harpbe  accompanied ;  to  whom,  by  the  way,  the  applause 
upon  Ihe  present  occasion  was  principally  directed.  “  Hush,  ye  pretty 
warbling  choir,**  which  Miss  Paton  sang  sweetly ;  and  the  fine  recitative 
and  song,  “I  rage!'*  and  “  O,  ruddier,**  with  the  following  recitative, 
«  Whither,  fairest,  art  thou  running  ?**  which  Mr  Phillips  sang  with 
masterly  expression.  The  concerto  by  Oeminiani  was  delightfully  played. 
In  the  movement,  adapted  from  Paradiet*  Lessons  by  Mr  Greatorex,  the 
oboes  and  bassoons  came  in  with  charming  effect.  We  were  as  much 
fralified  with  this  composition  as  with  any  performance  of  the  evening. 
The  most  perfect  concerted  singing  was  in  the  glee,  “  Bird  of  the  wilder¬ 
ness;**  the  selection  from  Marcello— here  Mrs  Knyvett  perfectly 
enchanted  us;  and  in  “The  flocks  shall  leave  the  mountains.**  In  the 
recitative  before  this  trio,  we  observed  that  Miss  Paton  followed  the 
original  text  in  expressing  the  word  “constancy;**  viz.  by  the  three 
iterated  notes  on  G  sharp :  we  confess  we  prefer  the  modern  reading,  of 
taking  the  E  natural  above,  upon  the  first  syllable.  The  text,  and  noth¬ 
ing  bat  the  text,  is  however*  profierly  insist^  upon  as  a  general  rule  at 
thm  Concerts.  The  chorusses  went,  as  they  always  do,  better  here  than 
anywhere  else;  and  it  was  worth  taking  a  journey  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
hwnvflg  the  magnificent  fugue  from  Leo,  in  the  First,  and  the  **  Wretched 
lovers  !**  in  the  Second  Act. 

A  contemporary  who  accurately  prognosticates  the  downfal  of  these 
Concerts,  asserts  by  way  of  corroborating  the  proximity  of  the  event,  that 
at  this  first  perfurmrnce  (on  Wednesday  week),  there  were  not.  100  people 
in  the  room,  and  not  one  noble  Director  in  the  box  appropriated  to  that 
body.  The  latter  part  of  the  statement  is  accurate — and  the  vacancy  has 
been  accounted  for.  The  Duke  of  Cumberland  was  Director  for  the  even¬ 
ing,  and  he  was  absent :  the  audience,  however,  was  a  large  one— the 
room  indeed  appeared  to  be  nearly  filled.  At  the  second  performahee, 
which  took  place  last  Wednesday — the  Archbishop  of  York,  Director  for 
the  evening,  in  the  place  of  the  Duke  of  Cambridge — the  attendance  was 
much  less  numerous.  Mrs  W.  Kntvbtt  sang,  “  What,  tho*  1  trace,**  in 
a  style  that  would  have  delighted  the  great  composer  himself.  For  cor¬ 
rectness  of  taste,  delicacy  of  embellishment,  and  purity  of  intonation,  we 
rink  this  lady  at  the  head  of  the  English  School  of  Singing.  Miss 
^EPHBNs  was  not  so  successful  as  we  have  heard  her,  in  the  solo  from 
marce//o— “  In  my  distress.**  Dr  CROTca*s  fine  solo  and  semi-chorus, 
**Metbink8 1  hear,**  was  delightfully  performed.  As  was  also  the  magni- 
•cesl  chorus.  “  Cum  sancto  spiritu,**  from  Mozart’s  Mass,  No.  18.

ance  as  silly,  as  imiiertinent,  and  even  as  void  of  truth,  as  your  Correspon¬ 
dent's  lucubrations  on  Scotch  Literature,  I  see  not  why  a  whole  nation 
should  be  damned  for  the  sins  of  an  individual.  May  I  ask  whether  your 
Correspondent  is  indebted  for  his  logical  acquirements,  to  the  works  of 
Bacon  and  Locke,  whose  revered  names  he  has  dared  to  pollute  with  his 
foul  pen  ?  Are  these  the  works  which  taught  him  to  use  scurrilous  decla¬ 
mation  and  false  assertions,  instead  of  fair  argument  and  the  dictates  of 
truth  ? 

He  states,  that  “  Almost  every  Magazine  and  Review  of  notoriety  in 
this  country,  is  conducted  (hinc  illas  lachryms)  by  a  Scotchman !  Tho 
Edinburgh  Review^  <f*c.  and  Blackwood's  Magazine^  are  all  either  con- 
troled  or  got  up  by  Scotchmen.*’  This,  no  doubt,  is  a  great  evil,  that 
works  published  in  the  capital  of  Scotland  should  be  got  up  by  Scotchmen ; 
but  I  beg  your  Correspoodent’s  pardon ;  perhaps  he  is  not  aware  that 
Eklinburgh  is  in  Scotland,  and  not  in  this  country.  If  he  knew  this  much, 
he  would  not  have  been  so  shocked  at  the  circumstance,  which  to  me  seema 
as  naturalr.  as  that  the  Grand  Turk  should  be  a  Mussulman,  or  that  low 
prejudice  should  aceompaoy  ignorance.  He  says,  that  the  finest  of  “  tho 
writing  in  the  above  works  is  not  the  produce  of  Scottish  intellect.**  Here 
he  i^ets  into  an  unfortunate  dilemma :  he  must  be  either  totally  unac- 
quaiDted  with  the  names  of  the  celebrated  individuals  (Jeffery  and  Wilson) 
whose  talents  have  rendered  these  periodicals  so  justly  popular,  or,  he 
wilfully  misrepresents  the  real  case.  Of  a  piece  with  this  assertion  is  (to 
use  an  expression  similar  to  bis  own)  his  unblushing  effrontery,  which 
charity  would  impute  to  ignorance,  that  they  (the  Scotch)  cannot  instance 
one  of  their  countrymen  as  being  worthy  to  compare  intellectual  standard 
with  Bacon,  &e.  Now,  I  appeal  to  the  candour  of  educated  Englishmen^ 
whether  the  names  of  Hume,  and  Reid,  and  Stewart,  are  not  as  celebrated 
as  those  of  Bacon  and  Locke  ?  In  poetry,  Gavin  Douglas  equals  Chaucer; 
and  Ossian,  and  Bums,  and  Thomson,  and  Scott,  are  names  as  immortal 
as  any  of  those  which  your  Correspondeut  has  mentioned.  Napier,  Mac- 
laurio,  Simsoo,  Pergusson,  and  Playfair,  have  done  as  much  for  tho 
advancement  of  science,  as  the  mathematicians  of  England.  Buchanan 
stands  unrivalled  in  modern  times  for  the  purity  of  his  Lalinity — his  genius 
and  taste  have  been  excelled  only  by  the  writers  of  the  Augustan  age. 
The  best  works  of  criticism  and  belles- letters  in  the  English  language, 
are  the  productions  of  Scotchmen — witness  the  writings  of  Blair,  Iteattie, 
Campbell,  and  Lord  Karnes.  To  these  I  might  add  a  long  list  of  indivi¬ 
duals,  distinguished  by  extraordinary  talent;  but  suffice  it  to  mention 
Crichton,  Watt,  Leyden,  and  Murray.  Your  Correspoudenl  atatos,  “that 
ia  music  the  Scotch  have  dons  absolutely  nothing,  the  roost  graceful  of 
their  uatioual  melodies  being  exotic.’*  This  assertion  is  found^  on  sheer 
ignorance ;  or  what  is  worse,  it  is  a  wilful  falsehood.  In  fact,  no  people 
in  Europe  poasess  so  extensive  a  collection  of  melodies  purely  national  and 
free  from  exotic  aid  as  the  Scotch,  and  it  remains  for  your  Cormpoudent 
to  prove  that  a  single  one  of  the  Scotch  melodies  is  the  composition  of  a 
foreigner.  He  has  brought  forward  an  array  of  English  composers,  such 
as  Wet'lkes,  Ac.— I  would  ask  him,  what  has  become  of  their  compositions  f 
or  does  Eoglaad,  ia  fact,  uossess  such  a  thing  as  national  mnsiet  It  k  clear 
that  she  not ;  tod  the  constant  rag o  for  what  is  new  io  music,  proves

8ia,— Tt  it  impoaaible  to  dou^)t  that  the  object  of  the  nameleat 
eorreapoadenl,  whote  lucubraiiont  under  the  title  of  **  Scotch  Lite* 
fatnre.'*  apfiear  in  your  lavt  number,  i«  to  give  utterance  to  a  discredit* 
able  feeling  of  national  antipathy.  The  coarteneet  and  exaggeratiod 
which  pervade  the  whole  of  his  attack,  are  sufficient  of  themselves  to 
deprive  it  of  its  sting,  and  I  am  therefore  led  to  eonclnde  that  your  view  in 
giving  it  insertion  was  merely  to  afford  an  opportunity  for  its  refutatijn. 

Your  Corres|)oodent*o  complaint,  that  the  greater  number  of  talented 
periodicals  are  edited  by  Scotchmen,  is  at  all  events  misplaced,  so  far  as 
regards  the  Bdinhurgh  Review^  and  Blackwood' »  Magazine  ;  and  if  it 
proves  anything  in  other  res|>ects,  it  certainly  shows  that  this  department 
of  literature,  (probably  of  some  difficulty  and  importance)  is  one  for 
which  your  countrymen  are  decidedly  incompetent.  But,  (says  your  corres* 
pondent),  though  these  works  are  odiied  by  Scotchmen,  every  one  knows  that 
all  their  articles  of  merit  are  wrilten  by  Englishmen.  Indeed  !  then  how 
very  much  deceived  the  public  must  have  been  in  this,  for  they  had  been 
led  to  think  that  Brougham,  Jeffrey,  Scott,  Macintosh,  and  Wilson,  were 
among  the  most  successful  contributors  to  the  existing  |>eriodicals.  Yonr 
correspondent  most  evidently,  however,  have  some  superior  information 
on  the  subject,  and  it  would  ^  gratifying  were  he  to  givo  us  a  few  names 
in  support  of  his  position,  which  can  cope  with  those  1  have  mentioned. 

1  will  not  pretend  to  examine,  teriatin^  the  long  list  of  authors  brought 
forward  by  your  corres|H>ndeot,  to  none  of  whom  he  says  we  cau  produce 
a  Scotchman  who  is  fit  to  be  an  amanuensis.  It  had  by  some  singular 
blunder  occurred  to  us  that  Napier,  (who,  your  correspondent  perhaps 
requires  to  be  told,  invented  Logarithms)  and  Hume,  and  Robertson,  and 
Smith,  and  Reid,  and  Stewart,  and  Brown,  and  Cullen,  and  Gregory, 
and  Watt,  and  Maclanrin,  and  Buchanan,  and  Burns,  were  persons 
•f  some  eminence;  but  we  must  now  acknowledge  our  error.  Your 
national  sui»eriority  in  eminent  divines  1  admit,  though,  if  I  am  not 
mistaken,  the  sermons  of  Dr  Blair  are  more  read,  even  among  your* 
selves,  than  any  others.  We  must  yield  )ou  the  palm,  1  believe,  in 
music  and  sculpture  also,  with  this  observation,  besides,  that  the 
merit  of  your  musical  composers  is  so  much  the  greater,  seeing  that 
the  total  want  of  anything  like  national  music  must  have  sabjected  them 
to  serious  disadvantage.  According  to  your  oraculgr  correspondent,  it  is 
in  History  and  Romance  writing  only,  that  we  can  fairly  compete  with 
you;  but  I  believe  that  no  unprejudiced  person  will  doubt  how  that  com* 
psliiion  falls  to  be  decided.  Gibbon's  transcendant  merit  roust  be  granted ; 
but,  except  him,  you  have  no  historian  (of  a  moderate  date  at  least) 
who  deserves  to  be  mentioned  with  Mr  Hume  and  Dr  Robertson;  gnd  as 
to  what  your  correspondent  calls  Romaace*writing,  the  attempt  to  compare 
any  one  with  Sir  Walter  Scott  must  obviously  be  too  hopeless,  and  the 
result  of  too  gross  prejudice,  to  require  any  notice.  As  to  Paintings  we 
cannot  eompete  with  you,  though  Rnnriman,  and  Jamieson,  and  Allan, 
(aaroes  which  I  believe  yonr  eorrespoodent  never  heard  of)  are  of  no 
saiaU  note.

As  the 
grave*digger  in  Ilamlet  says  of  the  gallows,  for  those  who  worked  ill. 
{Cheert^  It  had  brought  a  millstone  aboqt  the  neck  of  the  people,  in  the 
shape  of  840,000,000/.  of  debt,  which  would  never  have  been  incurred  had 
the  |>eople  b^n  really  represented,  and  hnd  plunged  an  industrious  and 
intelligent  population  into  the  greatest  distress,  from  the  Land's  End  to 
John  O'Oroat's.  A  Regal  despoiism  was  better  than  tbe  odious,  crushing 
tyranny  of  an  Oligarchy,  which  taxed  everything,  even  the  bread  of  the 
poor,  which  they  now  ate  in  sadness  and  sorrow.  (Ckeers.)  Every  maa 
should  have  a  vote;  for  men,  not  property,  should  be  represented;  and  the 
ballot  ahoold  be  introduced,  which  would  prevent  the  exercise  of  undue 
influenre.

A  considerable  number  pf  Noble  Lords  were  io  attendance  to  bear  tbe 
evidence  to  be  adduced  on  Lord  Elleoborougb's  Plvorcc  Bill.  IhiMt. 
proved  by  the  testimony  of  a  servant  who  lived  opposite  No.  ^  Hsriey 
street,  where  Prince  Schwarizenburgh  resided,— by  Lady  Elienboroughx 
groom.  Carpenter, — by  Ann  Lewis,  servant  to  the  Prince,  and  other  wit¬ 
nesses,  that  Lady  Cllenborougb  used  frequently  to  visit  the  Prince  in 
Harley  street,  generally  staying  with  him  about  two  hours  at  a  lime. 
She  often  used  a  cabriolet  on  these  occasions,  which  was  driven  some¬ 
times  by  herself,  at  others  by  the  groom.  The  Prince  iised  to  open  the 
door  for  her  himself,  and  attended  her  out  at  times.  She  usually  wore  a 
veil.  When  the  Prince,  in  18^,  removed  to  Holies  afreet,  Lady  E. 
viaiied  him  there  also,  in  the  same  way;  and  the  servant, on  looking  into 
the  bed-room,  after  they  had  gone  out,  saw  from  its  appearance  that  two 
persons  had  been  in  it.  On  one  occasion,  hey  Ladyship  and  Prince

BOMBAY  JUDICATURE. 


The  order  of  the  day  for  resuming  the  debate  on  this  subject  was  then 
read. 

Mr  Hume  complained  that  six  weeks  before  Sir  John  Grant  had  laid 
his  statement  before  his  Majesty,  his  Majesty's  Ministers  had,  upon  the 
mere  statement  of  Sir  John  Malcolm,  determined  to  supersede  him.  He 
blamed  Sir  John  Malcolm  much,  but  he  blamed  Lord  Cllenborough  still 
more,  because  he  was  free  from  all  local  passions  and  prejudices. 

Mr  O'Connell  said,  as  the  question  appeared  to  be  one  between  the 
Judges  and  Governor,  be  certainly  was  disposed  to  support  the  former, 
qecause  ha  believed  them  to  have  the  law  on  their  side.  At  all  events, 
further  information  was  required. 

Mr  G.  Bankcs  conceived  that  it  would  be  an  act  of  unfairness  towards 
Sir  John  Grant  to  press  this  motion  further— because  Sir  John  Gran(, 
though  not  dismissed,  was  recalled,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  him  ao 
opportunity  of  defending  the  course  he  had  thought  proper  to  take ; 
therefore,  nothing  should  be  done  which  might  be  construed  into  a  pre¬ 
vious  adjudication  of  the  question. 

Mr  W.  Wvinv  viewed  this  as  a  great  question  of  principle,  and  not  at 
all  as  a  struggle  between  the  two  parties  who  appeared  foremost  in  the 
btiMness.  He  believed  that  each  of  them,  &r  John  Grant  and  the 
Governor,  acted  from  purely  conscientious  motives. 

Mr  Fergusson  was  of  opinion  that  the  Court  of  Bombay  had  been 
most  decidedly  in  the  wrong.  ('Hear,  hear!)  It  was  never  intended, 
by  the  establishment  of  Supreme  Courts  in  India,  to  give  them  jurisdic¬ 
tion  over  any  other  natives  than  suob  as  chose  to  reside  within  the  limits 
of  the  Courts :  had  it  been  otherwise,  we  should  not  have  kept  our  Indian 
empire  to  this  time.  The  natives  had  laws  of  their  own,  to  which  they 
were  attached,  and  would  never  have  submitted  to  such  a  system  as  ours. 

Mr  Peel  said,  this  was  not  a  question  of  independence;  it  was  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  assumption  of  an  authority  which  the  local  government  had 
Tonsidered  not  only  unfounded  but  dangerous,  and  which  authority  had 
been  pronounced  unjustified  by  the  Privy  Council.  (Hear!) 

The  House  divided,  when  there  appeared — for  the  motion  15,  against 
It  106;  majority  91,

Sir  Hswrt  HARDfROB  condemned  the  regulation  which  bore  npow 
half-pay  officers  as  neither  economical  nor  politic,  and  maintained  that  it 
would  only  be  increasing  the  evil  to  extend  it  to  officers  on  full-pay.

For 
instance,  the  Duke  of  Wellington  was  (as  the  Duke  of  Marlborough  had 
been)  Colonel  of  the  First  Regiment  of  Guards,  Master-General  of  the 
Ordnance,  and  Constable  of  the  Tower; — and  he  (Sir  H,  H«)  suppoced 
no  one  would  object  to  that  arrangement.  The  Lieutenant-Gk>vernor  of 
the  Tower,  and  the  Surveyor-General  of  tha  Ordnance,  had  each  1,W0I. 
a  year.  Were  either  of  these  officers  to  give  up  their  regiments,  they 
would  just  receive  200/.  a  year  for  their  services,  the  average  emolument 
of  a  Colonelcy  being  10001.  a  year.  The  ISO  regiments  in  the  atrvioe 
afforded  the  only  prixee  in  the  profession  to  13,000  officers  on  full  and 
half-psy  belonging  to  it.  Would  the  Houee  be  dispoeed  to  withdraw 
those  priies  ? 

Sir  Francis  Burdett  saw  no  reason  for  depriving  any  of  the  offioera 
of  that  pay  which  they  had  so  hardly  earned.  He  oould  not  consent  to 
urge  economy  at  the  expence  of  individuals. 

Mr  C.  Ferousson  opposed  the  motion  on  the  same  grounds. 

Lord  Althorp  felt  that  it  was  painful  for  Members  to  enforce  economy 
when  it  affected  individuals;  but  being  trustees  for  the  public, they  ought 
not  to  allow  their  feelings  to  get  the  better  of  their  duty,  (//ear,  hear!) 
Tlie  statement  made  by  his  Hon.  Friend  had  not  been  answered.  It  wac 
a  partial  system  to  deprive  the  lower  officers  of  their  half-pey  if  they 
accepted  civil  situations,  and  to  allow  the  higher  to  retain  their  full-pay 
with  official  aituations.  Tha  Hon.  Baronet,  and  tha  Member  for  Kircud¬ 


bright,  (Mr  Fergusson)  seemed  to  think  that  tha  half-jpay  was  to  be  con¬ 
tinued  at  the  same  emount  as  it  ever  hid  been  ;  end  it  that  were  tha  way 


in  which  they  pressed  economy  on  the  Government,  (ckeart^)  they  might 
be  sure  that  the  Government  would  steadily  attand  to  their  recommenda¬ 
tion.  (  Hear,  hear  !) 

Mr  HoiEissoN  remarked, that  six  millions  were  paid  for  auperannuation 
allowances,  pensions,  and  half>pay;  and  if  this  sum  had  been  increasing 
since  1822,  (hear  I)  it  was  time  to  consider  if  the  whole  oould  not  be  gra¬ 
dually  diminiahed.  He  must  say  that  thia  large  expenditure  bad  bren 
farted  on  the  Government.  (Hear!)  If  no  more  capable  Member  took 
up  the  subject,  he  should  bring  it  forward  himself. 

Mr  R.  Gordon  said,  that  no  answer  had  been  given  to  hia  motion  ;  bot 
if  either  the  Ministers,  or  Mr  Huskisson,  would  promise  to  take  up  the 
subject,  he  would  withdraw  the  motion. 

Mr  Peel  thought  it  most  unreasonable  to  require  e  pledge  from  Minis¬ 
ters  of  so  vague  a  description.  TUe  Chancellor  ot  the  Exchequer  would 
in  a  few  days  bring  before  the  House  the  whole  expenditure  of  the 
country  ;  end  was  it  to  be  supposed  iliat  so  large  a  proportion  as  tha  six 
millions  of  the  dead  weight  would  not  come  under  review  ? 

Lord  Howicx  regretted  that  the  Members  for  Westminster  end  Kircud¬ 
bright  should  encourage  the  Gk)vernment  in  its  extravagenoe. 

The  motion  was  withdrawn.

spend  them  in  foreign  lands.  (Hear  /  and  a  laugh,)  He  denied  that 
te  snd  WM  over  populated,  when  only  two-thirds  of  the  land  Wtf*  cul- 
ivated.— Mr  Benett  said,  that  to  remedy  the  evil,  the  tame  poor  la wa 
•»K>uld  be  etlabUsbed  ip  both  islanda.

VOLUNTEER  CORPS. 

On  the  question  upon  a  grant  of  60,6121.  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
volunteers, 

Mr  Humb  expressed  his  surprise  at  the  continuenoe  of  this  charge,  and 
said  that  if  we  were  to  have  volunteers,  they  ought  to  be  real  volunteers, 
and  pay  for  themselves.  To  give  Government  an  opportunity  of  recon¬ 
sidering  the  question,  he  moved  an  amendment,  that  half  the  propaaad 
sum  should  be  granted,  which  would  last  till  June  SO. 

Mr  PoETMAN  waa  confidant  there  was  not  a  man  in  tba  Houap,  mean¬ 
ing  honestly  to  relieve  the  burthens  of  the  people,  who  oould  refuae  hie 
vole  to  the  Amendment.  (Hear,  hear !) 

Sir  H,  Haroingb  pat  it  to  the  courtesy  of  the  Hon,  Member  whether 
he  would  continue  an  opposition,  which  tha  sente  of  so  many  decided 
majorities  had  baan  expreaaed  against  already. 

The  House  divided— for  the  reeolution,  104— for  the  ameodmeot,  59— 
majority  45.

Mr  FracBB  Palmer,  after  describing  the  various  importaut  dutiee 
attached  to  the  office  of  Sheriff,  end  the  great  expeoaee  they  were  cu¬ 
pelled  to  defray,  which  made  the  office  too  burilieosome  to  gentlemea  pf 
ordinary  fbrtnne,  moved  for  a  Soleot  Committee  to  iaquire  into  the 

***iifter  e  few  worde  from  Mr  Hudmn  Guawr,  who  deprecat^  the  IdpR 
of  the  office  of  Sheriff  being  filled  by  aov  men  but  tbcM  of  rapk  tad 
fortune,  the  Committee  wee  appointed,  and  oonaiattd  chiafly  of  PQPOty 
members. 

STATE  Of  T«1  POOR— EmORATION. 

Mr  WiLMOT  Horton  observed,  that  while  so  much  waa  eaid  of  tho 
weight  of  uxaiion,  eomperetively  little  ooliee  wm  Ukoa  oC  a  lax  of 
betweeq  seven  end  eight  millions  e  year,  levied  andep  tho  aaiRo  of  gow- 
retea,  end  felling  chieiy  on  the  egrieuUoral  intereaU  Varioua  M^l 
meaaurea  have  been  tried  to  remedv  thia  gnevenee  ;  bnt  they  all  milod* 
The  practice  of  partially  paying  laboofera  ont  of  tho  pooft^  wee 
highly  miachievoua;  end  he  eppiwvod  of  tho  Bill  now  in  the  Hoofe  for 
preventing  it.  Of  the  redundenoy  of  tho  labonring  population  la  the 
mntry,  be  did  not  see  how  any  oould  eateruUi  a  dmibi ;  aad  Ihut  ledun- 
daaoy  was  eoQstaotly  iaoroasiog,oiia  oausa  baio^ihaiiahls— iM  NSMd* 
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ioK  ihc  cofMieqoencet  of  marritge,  produced  by  extreme  roieery  end  dee* 
peretion.  Of  the  ieveral  cleMee  derivini;  aid  from  the  poor-reiet,  the 
only  one  with  which  the  Legiclature  could  deal  wai  the  dare  of  able- 
bodied  labourera,  willioK  to  work«  but  unable  to  procure  employment. 

It  wet  moet  detirable  to  aMertaio  the  exact  numberi  of  theee  able-bodied 
paoper*t  which  might  be  done  by  a  new  arrangement  of  the  overteers* 
accounte.  If  colonixation  at  home,  aa  practised  by  the  Dutch,  were  the 
beet  mode  of  disposing  of  the  poor,  let  it  be  forthwith  tried  ;  but  if,  as  he 
thougbi.  Colonial  Emigration  were  better,  let  an  experiment  be  made 
upon  that  plan.  He  contended,  that  the  application  of  whatever  surplus 
revenue  we  might  have  to  the  removal  of  able-bodied  poor  to  the  colo¬ 
nies,  would  be  a  greater  practical  relief  to  the  country,  than  the  remis¬ 
sion  of  taxes  to  the  amount  of  such  surplus.  It  certainly  would  be  better 
for  the  poor ;  for  how  could  a  reduction  of  taxes  affect  those  who  had 
nothing,  and  who  lived  upon  charity  1  Mr  Horton  concluded  a  long 
speech,  by  moving  for  a  Committee  of  the  whole  House  to  consider  the 
state  of  the  poor. 

Mr  PowniAW  thanked  Mr  Horton  warmly,  for  the  labour  lie  had  bes¬ 
towed  on  this  mostjmportant  of  all  subjects,  (//ear,  hear .')  He  agreed 
mainly  in  his  view  of  the  redundancy  of  the  population.  To  the  north 
of  Warwick,  or  to  the  north  of  the  Thames,  the  maiority  of  the  people 
were  poor  t  and  to  the  south  of  Warwick,  or  it  might  be,  to  the  south  of 
the  Thames,  the  population  were  paupers.  He  differed,  however,  from 
Mr  Horton's  opinion  that  a  reduction  of  taxes  would  not  relieve  the 
poor  I  surely  it  would  enable  the  farmers  to  take  more  labourers  into 
employment.  One  great  means  of  alleviating  the  wants  of  the  poor  mao 
would  be,  to  give  him  a  small  portion  of  land  to  cultivate,  (Hear,  hear  I) 
Mr  J.  Rmitr  pointed  out  the  beneficial  effects  of  letting  out  small 
allotments  of  ground  to  the  poor.  He  had  done  so  in  Essex.  A  Quaker 
gentleman,  named  Allen,  also  adopted  that  plan  with  excellent  effect  | 
every  one  of  the  tenants  paid  their  rents  regularly.  Tliey  procured  by 
their  labour  on  the  soil  from  Sr.  to  5s.  fid.  a  week,  and  the  poor-rates  in 
the  parish  had  been  reduced  nearly  one-half. 

’  Mr  Slaisct  said  there  might  be  a  redundancy  of  population  in  the 
Houth  of  England,  but  not  in  the  North.  In  Sussex,  the  poor«rates  was 
7s.  in  the  pound  t  in  Northumberland,  it  was  only  Is.  6d.  In  Northum¬ 
berland,  the  number  applying  for  relief  from  the  poor-rate  was  in  the 
proportion  of  one  in  forty ;  in  Sussex,  it  was  one  in  three.  He  could 
show  from  documents,  that  while  a  few  years  ago  the  poor  in  this  king¬ 
dom  wefe  one  in  twelve,  they  were  now  one  in  six.  He  maintained  that 
pauperism  might  be  checked  by  a  stricter  regulation  of  the  system  of 
relieving  the  poor,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  partial  payment  of  wages 
from  the  poor-rates. 

Mr  E,  DavKivroRT  said  it  was  preposterous  to  assume  that  the  country 
was  overpeopled,  while  it  was  capable  of  yielding  double  the  present 
quanti^  of  produce. 

Sir  P.  Koanrrr  thought  that  with  the  magnificent  colonies  we  pos¬ 
sessed,  colonixation  could  be  carried  into  effect.  But  he  did  not  see 
what  good  a  committee  could  do  t  it  would  be  better  to  bring  in  a  Bill 
for  Cmonixation. 

SirG.  MttaRAT  agreed  with  Sir  F.  Burdett  as  to  the  advantages  of 
colonisation,  both  to  the  colonies  and  to  our  own  population  |  and 
expressed  his  willingness  to  afford  every  facility  to  indiviauals,  or  public 
bodies,  disposed  to  aid  in  the  emigration  of  labourers. 

Mr  Baaixo  believed  that  the  evil  of  redundant  population  might  be 
cored  by  two  concurrent  measures ;  vis.  refusing  relief  to  the  able- 
bodied,  and  at  the  same  time  providing  for  them  the  means  of  emigration. 

The  motion  was  withdrawn ;  but  Mr  Horton  said  ho  should  again 
bring  forward  the  subject  on  a  future  day,  by  bill  or  resolution, 

LAW  REFOmi — WELSH  JUDICATURE. 

Sir  James  ScAHLrrr,  In  moving  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  for  the 
better  Administration  of  Justice  in  Wales,  and  for  certain  alterations  in 
the  English  jodicatorot  explained  at  some  length  the  changes  proposed 
by  the  bill,  of  which  the  following  is  an  outline.  The  eight  Welch 
Judgeships  to  be  abolished ;  the  judicial  business  of  Wales  to  be  united 
with  that  of  England,  and  one  Judge  to  be  added  to  each  of  the  three 
English  Common  Law  Courts,  making  the  whole  number  fifteen.  The 
arrangement  of  the  Welch  circuits,  Ac.  to  be  made  by  the  Privy  Council. 
Among  the  proposed  changes  affecting  British  judicature  generally,  was 
an  alteration  of  the  law  terms,  the  principal  effect  of  which  woulo  be  to 
make  a  distinct  holyday  or  interval  between  Michaelmas  and  Hilary 
terms,  and  also  between  Easter  and  Trinity.  The  sum  under  whicn 
no  arrest  on  mrme  process  was  permitted,  to  be  raised  from  201.  to 
1001.,  Judges,  however,  to  have  a  discretionary  power  to  allow 
arrests  for  less  than  lOOf.,  upon  special  affidavit.  In  conclusion, 
Sir  James  Scarlett  remarked,  that  although  he  knew  the  popular  opinion 
waa  in  favour  of  destroying  our  ancient  institutions,  he  was  opposed  to 
minisjlering  to  that  appetite ;  his  object  was  to  make  as  few  alterations  as 
possible  in  our  jurisprudence,  and  to  adhere  to  ancient  form  as  closely  as 
M  could.  Sir  James  argued  that  the  English  legal  system  was  superior 
to  that  of  every  other  nation  )  that  our  twelve  Judges  disposed  of  more 
eaoaes  than  the  858  Judges  of  France  |  that  the  cost  of  administering 
justice  in  Prance  was  682j)00f.  while  in  England  it  was  only  IMjOOOf.  t 
and  that  1401.  was  the  average  coat  of  a  French  law  suit,  while  the  same 
earn  would  pay  the  costs  of  ten  English  law  suits  of  a  similar  discription. 

Mr  CyCoiraxtx  considered  the  proposed  changes  as  to  Wales  would  be 
eouveuient  only  to  Judges  and  Barrtatera,  but  very  injurfous  and  unjust 
to^e  people  of  Wales.  They  would  take  away  local  Courts  always 
IJ^  ••  iniquity  and  fraud  were  never  asleep,  justice  should  never 
elnmher.  The  Welch  people  could  now  obtain  juetioe  at  thdr  oarh 


doors,  sod  at  a  small  cost.  After  the  proposed  alterations,  they  would  have 
to  send  to  E^igland  for  juatioe.  Suppose  en  American  captain  to  be  in 
debt  above  20/.  in  one  of  the  ports  of  Wales  t  before  a  writ  could  be 
obtained  him  from  London,  he  might  pay  the  debt,  in  sea  phrase,  **  by 
his  fore-topsail.**  (Laughter,)  In  hit  comparison  between  France  and 
England,  the  Attorney-General  bad  forgotten  that  tlie  French  populatiou 
was  thirty  millions,  the  English  only  twelve;  and  he  had  left  ont  of  the 
account  the  seventy  Bsnkrupt  Commissioners,  the  Courts  of  Session 
&c.  Ac,  Mr  O’Connell  denounced  the  system  of  special  pleading  as  full 
of  mischievous  fiction  and  needless  expense.  He  approved  of  the 
proposed  alteration  of  the  law  of  arrest,  but  thought  it  ought  to  go  fur¬ 
ther,  and  do  away  the  objectionable  principle  of  allowing  the  liberty  of 
every  unprivileged  individusl  to  be  at  the  mercy  of  any  desperate  man 
who  had  sinister  objects  in  procuring  an  arrest.  A  case  lately  occurred 
in  Dublin, in  which  a  wretched  woman,  a  low  prostitute,  at  the  insiigs- 
tion  of  a  roan  now  on  his  travels  to  another  hemisphere,  caused  to  be 
arrested  a  merchant,  not  owing  him  a  farthing,  for  fiO.OOOf.,  who  was 
forced  to  find  bail  for  a  sum  that  would  have  instantly  destroyed  the 
credit  of  a  man  whose  resources  were  not  so  well  known. 

Sir  John  OwEm  opposed  the  bill  as  likely  to  increase  the  cost  of  justice 
in  Wales. 

The  Solicitor-General  observed,  that  although  it  sounded  very  fine 
in  theory,  he  doubted  the  propriety  of  bringing  justice  to  every  man’s 
door.  By  so  doing,  instead  of  impartial  judges,  they  would  have  magis- 
trates  whose  feelings  were  mixed  up  with  local  interests,  and  who  would 
interfere  in  every  man's  domestic  affairs. 

Mr  O’CoNRELL  said  the  Solicitor- General  must  have  misunderstood 
him.  He  had  not  required  that  the  justice  at  every  man’s  door  should 
be  administered  by  those  affected  by  local  prejudices  or  interests. 

The  Attornbt-General  defended  the  system  of  special  pleading,  and 
declared  his  opinion  that  no  system  of  law  could  be  devised  by  man  so 
cheap, so  prompt,  and  on  the  whole  so  good,  as  that  possessed  by  EUigland  ! 
He  could  not  agree  with  those  theorists  who  wanted  to  dispense  even 
with  the  trial  by  jury  in  civil  cases. 

Mr  Hume  supposed  the  last  remark  of  the  Attorney-General  to  be  a 
sneer  levelled  at  Mr  Bentham  ;  and  thought  it  would  better  become  (hat 
Learned  Gentleman  to  study  the  doctrines  of  Mr  Bentham,  and  labour  to 
attain  the  same  exalted  character  in  the  estimation  of  the  world. 

The  Attorn ET> General  complained  of  an  unfair  construction  of  his 
remark,  and  declared  that  he  felt  a  very  high  respect  for  Mr  Bentham, 
although  he  had  not  the  honour  of  a  personal  acquaintance  with  him. 
Leave  given. 

A  bill  to  amend  (he  Usury  Laws  was  introduced  by  Mr  P.  Thomson.

•  •  PORTUGAL. 

Lord  Palmerston,  pursuant  to  notice,  moved  for  the  production  of  a 
variety  of  correspondence  and  documents  relative  to  our  intercourse  with 
Don  Miguel  and  (he  Portuguese  and  Braxilian  Governments  during  iIm^ 
last  (wo  years.  His  Lordship  prefaced  the  motion  by  a  long  speech,  in 
which  he.  strongly  ooodemned  Ministers  for  tacitly  encouraging  (he 
usurfMtions  and  atrocttiesof  the  faithless  Usurper,  and  for  a  direct  breach 
of  neutrality  in  preventing  the  loyal  Portuguese  from  landing  at  Terceira. 

The  motion  was  supported  by  Lord  John  Rassell,  Sir  F.  Burdett,  and 
Mr  Huskiisoo.  It  was  opposed  by  Mr  Herries  and  Mr  Peel,  on  the 
ground  that  the  production  of  the  papers  would  be  irregular  and  incon¬ 
venient  while  negocialions  on  the'subject  of  Portugal  were  pending,  as 
they  now  were.— On  a  division,  the  motion  was  negatived  by  150  to  7S. 

Thursday,  March  11. 

THE  beer  trade. 

Mr  Alderman  Thompson  presented  a  petition  from  1100  Licensed  Vic¬ 
tuallers  in  London,  praying  to  be  heard  by  Counsel  before  the  Committee 
on  the  Acts  relating  to  beer.  There  were  about  4,300  licensed  houses  in 
London,  the  property  involved  in  which  exceeded  a  million  sterliog — the 
value  of  which  would  be  materially  reduced  by  authorising  the  sale  of 
beer  in  shops,  Ac. 

Mr  Alderman  Wood  said  that  many  of  the  Licensed  Vietnallers  of 
London  had  not  even  now  sufficient  trade  for  their  maintenance. 

Sir  J.  Newport  did  not  see  bow  the  present  publicans  would  be  injared 
by  the  proposed  change;  and  in  any  case  he  denied  that  they  had  any  vested 
rights,  because  they  bad  embarked  property  in  their  business. 

Mr  F.  Buxton  did  not  deny  that  the  public,  and  especially  the  poor, 
might  have  suffered  in  some  degree  from  the  monopoly  of  the  brewers,  bat 
they  had  suffered  much  more  severely  from  the  excessive  taxation  of  Malt. 
The  consumer  of  champagne  paid  a  duty  of  27  per  cent.;  of  claret,  ^ 
per  cent. ;  of  port  wine,  2fi  per  cent. ;  while  the  artisan  and  the  labourer 
upon  his  beverage  paid  no  less  than  per  cent.  (Hear,  heart)  The 
Malt  tax  was  not  only  burdensome,  but  partial;  for  while  the  rich  man 
paid  twenty  shillings  on  every  quarter  of  malt,  the  poor  man  paid  fift/'i^^ 
shillings  (Hear,  hear!)  If  free  trade  were  introduced  as  regarded  the 
selling  of  beer,  he  hoped  the  principle  would  be  adopted  in  all  respM^ 
and  that  the  brewer  would  be  allowed  to  purchase  his  hops  and  mall  fn>M 
abroad. 

RADICAL  REFORM. 

Mr  O’Connell  presented  two  petitions  for  Radical  Refona— one  froa 
Ireland  with  2,000  signatares,  tbs  other  agreed  to  at  the  RMCtiog  in  DM* 
do*  last  week,  which  was  attended  by  30,000  persons. 

THE  POOR  OF  IRELAND. 

Mr  Sprino  Ricb  moved  for  the  appointment  of  a  Select  CommtUct,  ta 
eaqnlrR  into  the  state  of  the  laboariog  poor  in  Ireland.  In  the  cootm  n 
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.  uyeeeli  with  which  be  introdoced  the  notion,  Mr  Rice  declared  hii 
the  reetiU  of  enquiry  would  ahovr  that  the  distrete  in  Ireland 
been  greatly  eaapfferated ;  and  be  contended  that  the  ayttem  of  Poor 
as  io  force  in  England,  would  be  productire  of  eril  in  the  sister 
kUadl  by  diwinishinjf  capiul  and  lesaenini^  eoiploymeot.

COAL' TRADE. 

Ob  the  motion  of  Alderman  Wood,  a  Committee  was  appointed  to 
inquire  into  the  state  of  the  Coal  Trade,  and  the  prices  of  coal  at  the  place 

of  fbiiHiient.  Friday,  March  12. 

Mr  Alderman  Waithman  presented  the  petition  a^freed  to  at  the  meet- 
inr  recently  held  at  the  Mansion>hoose.  The  petitioners  prayed  for 
enquiry  into  the  distress,  which  they  attributed  to  free  trade,  and  declared 
Ministers  were  in  error  in  asserting  that  the  ex|K>rts  had  increased,  the 
rererse  bein[f  the  facL 

Mr  Huua  said,  all  the  calculations  on  this  subject,  of  the  Hon,  Alder¬ 
man  and  his  friends,  were  false  and  absurd.  The  exports  had  increased, 
but  their  Taliie  had  diminished,  owing  to  the  reduced  price  of  the  materials. 
--Laid  on  the  table. 

TREASURER  OF  THE  NAVT. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exciibqubr  moved  that  the  House  should  go 
into  a  Committee  of  Supply. 

Sir  J.  Graham  rose  to  more  as  an  amendment,  that  it  is  the 
opinion  of  this  House,  the  late  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasuser 
of  the  Navy  afforded  an  opportunity  to  save  the  sum  of  3,000/.  a-year, 
without  detriment  to  the  public  service.  Lord  Goderich,  in  1822, 
who  had  filled  the  office,  said  the  only  difference  between  that  office  and 
the  office  of  Paymaster,  was  the  personal  responsibility,  to  which  the 
former  was  liable,  and  the  latter  not.  But,  the  best  security  to  the  public 
was  that  of  short  accounts,  frequently  audited.  Several  cases  of  default 
had  occurred.  He  (Sir  J.  Graham)  did  not  propose  to  abolish  this 
office.  For  twenty-three  years,  since  1807,  it  had  been  conjoined 
with  some  other ;  and  it  had  been  so  held  for  about  two-thirds  of  the 
time  since  1782.  The  duties  of  the  office  were  most  trifling ;  and  his 
ar{;utcent  was,  as  another  officer  had  been  added  to  the  Board  of  Trade, 
there  was  a  fair  opportunity  to  make  that  slight  addition  to  the  duties  of 
the  Vice  President.  He  expected  the  vote  of  the  Paymaster  of  the  Forces, 
who  had  made  on  this  subject  a  speech  distinguished  by  all  that  fine  foam¬ 
ing  patriotism  which  marked  the  genuine  Whig.  {Hear,  and  a  laugh.) 
The  separation  was  only  to  add  to  the  influence  of  the  Government,  by 
increasing  the  number  of  the  placemen,  of  whom  there  were  already 
seventy  in  the  House. 

Sir  J.  Clerk  contended,  that  they  were  bound  to  fill  up  the  office  of 
Treasurer  of  the  Navy,  because  the  office  of  Paymaster,  being  in  the 
appointrarot  of  the  Treasurer,  would  be  vacated,  within  a  month,  if  a 
TreaeUrer  was  not  appointetl :  and  whatever  might  be  done  with  regard  to 
the  Paymaster  hereafter,  it  would  be  very  inconvenient  to  have  no  officer 
acquainted  with  the  duties  at  the  time  a  new  Treasurer  was  appointed. 
It  was  from  no  desire  to  increase  the  patronage  of  the  Crown,  but  from  a 
eoBvictlon  of  the  strict  demands  of  the  public  service,  that  the  appointment 
was  made. 

Mr  Calcraft  said,  there  waa  a  great  difference  between  the  union  of 
offices  be  bad  supported  and  the  present  motion,  which  pro|)osed,  that  a 
high  public  office  should  be  filled  for  2,000/.  a  year  less  than  the  sinecure 
offices  was  formerly  held  at.  As  regarded  his  junction  with  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  be  defied  any  man  to  shew  he  bad  in  any  case  departed  from  his 
former  principles. 

Lord  Howick  urged,  that  the  two  offices  of  Treasurer  and  Paymaster 
were  not  necessary ;  he  therefore  approved  of  attaching  the  responsibility 
of  the  former  to  the  latter. 

Mr  Crokbr  opposed  the  amendment 

Mr  lIusKissoN  thought  the  House  bound  to  support  the  amendment, 
on  the  principle  which  it  laid  down  in  1826. 

Mr  Hums  contended  that  this  was  an  open  violation  of  the  resolution 
recently  passed,  pledging  the  House  to  economy. 

Mr  PgiL  said,  when  Mr  V.  Fitzgerald's  health  broke  down  under  the 
laborious  duties  of  Treasurer  of  the  Navy,  and  President  of  the  Board  of 
I  Ministers  thought  themselves  justified  in  departing  from  the  rule 
laid  down  by  Parliament,  providing  a  saving  of  the  public  money  could  at 
Jh*  same  time  be  effected.  The  Presidency  of  the  Board  of  Trade  had 
Meo  united  with  the  Mastership  of  the  Mint,  bcausc  the  Right  Honourable 
t^lleman  who  occupied  those  two  places  was  not  new  to  either  of  them. 
ilT  H^®P®***  was  to  add  2,000/.  a-year  to  the  public  burdens,  while 

ha  plan  Ministers  had  pursued  saved  more  than  that  sum  to  the  public. 
Dstrad  of  the  influence  of  the  Crown  in  the  House  being  increased,  it  was 
ih!^****^  <**roin«hed.

Tni  French  Chamber  of  Deputies  hat  been  oeenpied,  as  is  enstomary  on 
the  early  days  of  a  Session,  with  the  preliminary  business  of  eho'>sing  Can* 
diiJates  for  the  general  presidency,  and  presidents  and  secretaries  for  the 
bureaux  or  standing  committees  into  whieh  the  Chamber  is  dirided. 
These  elections  (by  ballot)  are  always  looked  to  as  iiidieations  of  the  rela- 
tirc  strength  of  parties;  and  in  the  present  instance  hare  Terified  the 
expeetatioos  of  the  Liberals.  With  one  exception,  all  the  Presidents  and 
Hereto  ries  of  the  bureaux  were  anti-ministerial,  eonsitting  partly  of  depu¬ 
ties  who  had  belonged  to  the  Martionac  Ministry,  but  principRlIy  of 
decided  Liberals.  The  ire  Candidates  for  the  President's  Chair  were  all 
Constitutionalists ;  and  M.  Royir  Collard  hRsiog  by  far  the  greater 
number  of  rotes,  was  again  selected  by  the  Kino  for  the  office  which  he 
bas  so  honourably  flM  during  the  two  proceeding  sessions.-- In  the 
Chamber  of  Peers,  the  Address  in  aastver  to  the  King's  Speech  bas  been 
Toted  without  opposition. 

Iplelligenee  bat  arrired  of  an  important  morement  in  Colombia.  A 
separation  of  Venesuela  from  the  rest  of  the  Republic— (originally  com* 
unfed  of  the  two  Spanish  provinces,  Venexuela  and  New  Grenada) — bas 
been  talked  of  for  some  timo  among  the  influential  men  in  the  principal 
towns  of  that  portion  of  Colombia,  which,  being  apread  along  the  sea* 
coast,  differs  greatly  in  interests  and  wishes  from  the  inland  territory,  and 
has  expericocH  the  inconvenience  of  being  governed  by  n  distant  capital. 
.The  publication  at  Caroccas  of  a  letter  from  Bouvar  to  Parz,  recom¬ 
mending  that  the  sense  of  the  people  should  be  taken  throughout  the 
Republic  upon  its  affairs,  and  disclaiming  any  desire  to  retain  the 
fupreme  auiboriiy,  gave  occasion  to  the  expression  of  the  desire  for  sepa- 
tate  government,  which  appeara  to  have  been  spreading  among  the  popu¬ 
lation  lately.  A  general  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  Caraceas  was  con¬ 
vened,  and  adopt^  a  Manifesto  declaring  that  Venezuela  should  be  sepa¬ 
rated  from  the  other  part  of  Colombia,  aod  that  the  auihoritj  of  Bolivar 
fagalnit  whom  much  ill-will  was  exhibited)  should  be  renounced,  lliis 
Axarople  was  speedily  followed  by  La  Guajra,  CumthR,  VgleRoia,  aud 
Puerto-Cabello :  and  in  several  of  the  public  declarations  of  those  places 
Jealousy  of  Bolivar  was  openly  expressed.  The  army  everywhere 
declared  for  Venezuelan  independence  (  and  an  addresa  from  (he  City  of 
Caraceas  to  BoLiVAa,  which  was  signed  by  General  Pari,  the  principal 
biilitary  officers,  and  1,500  citizens,  explained  the  paeifto  hopes  of  the 
people,  and  depreeated  any  attempt  to  repress  by  force  their  plan  qf  sepa- 
yation.

Sadlbr  «.  Malthus.— Mr  Sadler  comes  Toward  to  take  the  part  of

HoMdoPATHtB.*»The  Edmhwrgh  RevUm  juat  out  eontaina  a  curioua 
article  on  a  new  mode  of  cure  for  diteaaea,  invented  by  Dr  Samuel  Hah¬ 
nemann,  of  Dreaden,  which  ia  now  much  pracliaed  in  Atiatria.  It  ia 
effected  by  diet,  and  the  taking  **  a  few  tiny  pelleta  of  tinctured  augar,— 
to  the  utter  extinction  of  all  draughta,  pilla,  and  boluaea,  and  extreme 
diagrace  and  diaoomforl  of  apothecariea  |*’  and  yet  Homoopatbie,  the 
learned  Reviewer  aaya,  **  ia  not  to  be  confounded  with  empiricism  |  it 
haa  none  of  the  characteriatica  of  quackery  ;  ia  not  a  myatery,  but  ia  fawly 
given  to  the  world,  and  requirea  exienaive  knowledge  in  the  pliy;gician 
who  would  practise  according  to  ita  rulea.*'— Dr  Hehnemann  dbotenda 
that  medicines  heal  diseases  only  through  their  Binesa  to  excite  analo¬ 
gous  symptoms— according  to  the  practice  of  the  cook,  who  holds  her 
•calded  hand  to  the  fire  to  remove  the  pain  by  adding  to  it  at  first,  and 
of  those  who,  when  frozen,  rub  the  part  affected  with  aoow.  .  The  Doctor 
«*  has  brought  down  his  doses  to  an  exiguity  unheard  of  and  seemingly 
incredible:  the  millionth  part  of  a  grain  of  ipeny  aubstancea  is  an  ordi¬ 
nary  dose;  but  the  reduction  prcMJeeds  to  the  billionth,  trillionth,  nay,  to 
the  decillionih  portion  of  a  grain.**  Trituration,  it  appears,  is  the  pro- 
cent  by  which  the  virtues  of  drugs  are  thus  so  wonderfully  increased.— 
We  like  the  Dr*a  regimen — as  for  his  invisible  physic,  we  must  suspend 
our  judgment:  but  people,  we  suppose,  must  twalUm  something  when 
they  are  sick  in  body  or  mind. 

(Yerf.mt  Bentbam. — It  was  our  wish,  while  taking  notice  of  Mr  Ben- 
tham’s  Petitions  for  Justice, or  some  of  his  recent  works,  to  havf  mentioned 
a  few  circumstances  connected  with  his  exrly  life,  not  to  inform  the 
thinking  world,  nor  to  grstify  Mr  Bantham  himself,  who  may  not  thank 
u«  for  what  we  now  do,  but  to  induce  some  of  his  opponents,  out  of  shame 
if  possible,  to  a^ume  a  more  respectful,  which  would  also  be  a  more 
respectsble,  style  of  expression.  Mr  Benihnm  is  now,  we  believe,  in  the 
nghty-jifth  year  of  his  age.  He  was  born  in  London,  where  his  father 
was  s  lawyer  and  magistrate.  The  father's  second  wife  was  Mrs  Abbot, 
the  mother  of  Lord  Colchester.  Mr  Beniham  was  educated  at  Oxford, 
snd  became  a  Moiter  of  Art$  at  the  age  of  fourteen*  On  coming  of  age 
he  commenced  a  professional  life,but  speedily  abandoned  the  bar  in  dis¬ 
gust.  He  went  afterwards  to  Russia,  in  the  service  of  which  his  brother, 
8ir  Samuel  Bentham,  was,  and  who  attained  the  rank  both  of  General 
and  Admiral.  Mr  B.*s  earliest  work,  written  soon  after  |iis  reaching 
manhood,  was  hit  “Fragment  on  Government**— which  procured  him 
the  eequaintance,  as  his  talents  did  the  friendship,  of  Lord  Shelburne, 
His  next  publications  were  hjs  Treatise  on' the  Usurg  l^aws  (one  pf  the 
most  eondensed  and  conclusive  pieces  of  reasoning  that  ever  came  from 
a  humsn  pen),  the  Essay  on  Morals,  Address  to  the  National  Convention, 
and,  “Emancipate  your  Colonies.**  Samuel  Johnson  was  struck  with 
Beatham's  talents  in  early  life,  and  with  Richard  Clarke,  Lord  Stowell, 
and  others,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Johnson  Club,  but,  like  others,  he 
tliooght  Johnson  offensively  overbearing.  We  do  not  attempt  in  this 
place  to  follow  Mr  Bentham  in  his  subsequent  career,  nor  even  to  enu¬ 
merate  his  publications.  Nor  is  it  necessary;  but  what  we  have  slated 
will  not  be  entirely  thrown  away  on  the  better  class  of  Mr  Bentbam's 
oppooents.— ScoljBiati. 

ASSIZES. 

WoxcBSTfER,  Marcq  U. — Thb  Oddinolby  Murd  BBS.— True  bills 
kaving  been  found  against  Tho$*  Clewu,  Qeorge  Ranke,  and  Jahm 
Bamet,  as  accessaries  before  the  fact  in  the  munkr  of  the  Reverend  G. 
Pyker— and  a  true  bill  against  CUvoee,  as  principal  in  the  murder  of 
Richard  Hemmiogs, — the  Goqnsel  for  the  accused  objected  to  their  trials 
^  the  ground  that  the  principal  in  the  case  of  Mr  Parker  bad  not  been 
^ovicted  of  the  murder.  After  some  diseiiaaioa,  it  was  agreed  that 
wwes  thonld  be  tried  frst  for  that  of  Hemmings.— The  Court  was 
crowded  to  excess  on  the  opening  of  tlie  doors,  and  some  persons,  it  teems, 

sat  up  all  night  in  it,  such  was  the  general  aagernesa  to  hear  the 

Mr  CuRwooB  brtq^y  stated  the  case.  Mr  Parker  was  Rector  of  Odding- 
L  mneh  enmity  between  him  and  his  Parishianers.  On 

w«*0ih  of  June  180Q,  Mr  Parker  was  found  mur^red  in  his  own  fifid, 
•wpiios^  by  Riehaad  Hawmioga,  who  bad  bMR  hired  for  that  pur- 
l^.  Sl^ly  after,  Hemmings  was  himfelf  missiag ;  yeara  rollad  on, 
Bd  nothing  waa  beard  of  him  till  bis  remgjiia  found  in  R  bgm. 
J^es  was  apprehended,  and  while  in  prison  he  eonfeesed  that  ha  had 

present  at  the  murdet  of  Heauniaga,  but  said  that  he  waa  awrely  a 
spectstoT  of  it.

ker.  She  idealiled  the  rule  found,  aa  belengiag  to  hia^  by  oertaia  marks 
upoB  it;  the  shoes  aha  also  irmly  believed  to  Im  hie;  and  the  teeth  the 
could  swenr  to  at  those  of  RIehard  Hemmiags.— JeMph  Cotley,  aged 
79,  Thee*  Barker,  and  Sarah  Rorere,  proved  that  at  the  time  of  the  mur¬ 
ders,  Clewes  had  drank  “to  the  dealhef  Bonaparte  of  Oddingley,**  (meaning 
Mr  Parker)  that  he  had  said,  ia  the  preseoea  of  Hemmings,  that  there 
were  IMW.  for  any  one  who  wonld  shoot  the  Parson ;  and  that  on  the  day 
of  his  murder,  Hammings  was  beard  to  say;  “  I  have  a  nasty  job  to  do  at 
Oddittgley.** 

The  Reverend  Mr  Ctiflon,  a  Magistrate,  depoeed  that  he  taw  Clewes 
three  times  in  jail ;  aobody  aiaa  was  preecaii  be  told  Clewes  that  he  would 
use  his  interest  with  Government  to  prevent  any  ill  consequences  to  him, 
if  he  would  disclose  all  he  knew  of  the  Oddiogley  mnrdors.  Clewes  con¬ 
fessed  to  him  that  ha  was  present  at  the  murder  M  Hemmings,  but  that  ho 
did  not  strike  the  blows.  As  the  Secretary  of  State  could  not  hold  out 
any  hope  to  Clewes,  be  (Mr  Clifton)  told  him  that  he  should  eontider  his 
secret  locked  up  ia  his  breast. 

Mr  Serjeant  Lubtow  contended  that  Clewes's  eonfession  was  not 
admissible  evidence.- Mr  Cuawoon,  on  the  contrary,  urged  that  as 
Clewes  had  made  two  oonfessions,  the  one  not  made  to  Mr  Clifton  was 
admissible  evidence. 

Mr  Justice  Littlbualb  deciiled  that  the  latter  eonfession,  which  was 
made  after  Mr  Clifton  had  told  him  that  there  was  no  hope  for  him,  was 
admissible,— (Here  Mr  Clifton  fell  back  on  his  seat,  fainting  from  emotion. 
He  shortly  however  recovered.] 

The  eonfession  was  read.  It  stated  that  Bankes,  the  morning  after  Mr 
Parker  was  shot,  told  him  (Clewes)  that  they  had  got  Hemmings  ml  Evans’s 
house.  He  went  and  saw  Capt.  Evans,  James  Taylor,  and  (he  believed) 
Bankes,  in  the  barn.  Htmmiags  was  lying  eovei^  with  straw.  Evans 
called  to  him,  and  as  he  was  rising  up,>Taylor  struck  him  with  a  blood 
slick  on  the  bead  two  or  three  times.  He  (Clewes)  said,  “  This  is  bad 
work.  1  would  not  have  come,  had  I  known  it.**  Taylor  brought  a  spade, 
dug  a  hole,  and  Hemmings  was  buried  in  it.  Bankes  and  himself  stood 
on  the  floor  of  the  barn.  They  then  parted,  afler  Evans  had  said  lie  would 
give  him  (Clewes)  anything  not  to  split. — Afler  this,  Bankes  and  Barnett 
gave  him  money  (26/.)  and  told  him  not  to  split,  and  he  promised  that  ha 
never  would  say  anything  about  it.  SubsequeoUy,  Benaott  lent  bin  100/. 
port  of  which  was  not  now  repaid.  Bankes  did  not  speak  while  in  the  barn, 

Afler  tome  further  evidence,  Mr  Bcrjeanl  Luolow  contended,  that  eves 
if  the  whole  of  it  were  (rue,  Clawes  was  ealilled  to  an  acquittal ;  his  con* 
fossion  had  been  confirmed  by  the  evidcooc,  and  he  had  been  neither  u 
principal  in  the  murder,  nor  had  ha  aided  or  abetted  in  if. 

The  Prisoner  declined  aayiiig  anything  in  his  defence. 

Mr  Justice  Littlbdalb  told  the  Jury  that  there  had  been  a  clear  east 
of  the  murder  of  Mr  Parker,  of  whom  klmnmtngs  wm  probably  the  mur¬ 
derer  ;  but  the  present  iaquiry  was  m  to  the  murder  of  Hemmings,  of 
which  tberu  could  be  no  doiibi.  That  Clewes  wished  somt  barm  to  Par¬ 
ker  was  certain,  but  it  did  not  follow  that  he  desired  his  death.  Ha  con¬ 
fesses  that  he  was  an  accessary  afler  the  fact,  but  be  aays  he  knew 
nothing  of  the  design  to  murder  Hemmini^  and  the  Jury  must  taka  the 
whole  of  his  confession  as  it  stood.  He  thought  that  there  were  not  suffi¬ 
cient  grounds  for  believing  that  Clewes  had  made  a  false  statement. 

The  Jury,  in  a  fow  minutes,  brought  in  a  verdict  of  Not  Ouiity,  Thera 
was  some  shouting  and  clapping  of  bands. 

Bankee,  Barnett,  and  CUwce  were  then  arraigned  on  the  Coronor'a 
inquisition,  but  no  evidenco  being  offered  against  them,  they  were  de« 
dared  Not  Quilty* 

Mr  Camfbbll  then  allied  for  th#  prisoners*  discharge  from  the  oonee^ 
quences  of  the  first  indictment  (that  touching  the  murder  of  Mr  Parker), 
to  which  they  refused  to  plead,  and  a  diseussioa  took  place  aa  to  the  mode 
in  which  this  could  bo  effected.  It  was  iaally  determiasd  by  his  Lord¬ 
ship,  that  iho  prisoners  should  bo  discharged  on  tho  following  morning, 
by  a  special  order  of  the  Court.  The  case  was  a  new  one ;  and  he  migh^ 
meantime,  consolt  the  other  Judgee,  ae  to  the  manner  in  which  the  pri* 
soners  were  to  be  freed  from  the  conseqneneco  of  tlie  indiciment. 

As  an  instance  of  the  atrango  way  in  which  the  human  feelings  will  be 
sometimes  affected  by  the  slightest  ills,  after  susUining  the  most  terrible; 
Bankes,  who  kad  boraa  himself  all  day  with  an  air  of  entire  firmnees,wlien 
he  learned  that  bU  liberation  was  to  bo  delayed  for  a  fow  hours,  burst 
iato  tears.  — 

ArLBfBURT,  March  S.-fMoRDiR.— Benjamin  Tyler,  aged  St,  and 
Solomon  Sewell,  aged  ffO,  were  tried  for  the  mufder  of  Win.  Bdden,  at  . 
Haddenham,  in  October  1828.  It  appeared  from  the  evidence,  that  the 
deceased,  in  returning  from  the  Aylesbury  market  in  his  cart,  was  violently 
assaulted  by  the  prisoners,  who  broke  five  of  his  ribs  (supposed  with  g 
pole-axe),  and  ruptured  bit  liver,  which  caused  such  a  bannorragt,that  hit 
death  was  soon  prodneod.  Tha  ovklenee  was  eireumstaniisl,  but  such  aa 
to  leave  no  doubt  of  thf  f  olB  of  the  prisoners,  fvbo  both  however  moat 
vcbeoienily  protested  their  innocence  of  the  They  conducted  them¬ 

selves  with  much  boldness  during  Iko  trjal.  Tyler  laughed  rapeatedly  ^ 
Sewell  exhibited  great  ferocity  when  the  ttflimony  of  the  witne^  went 
figainal  him,  and  repeatedly  abused  them,  calling  tbem  fools,  liars,  and 
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Ouilty, — Tbaj  were  banged  on  fifopday.

ham  had  given  only  thirty  guineas.  A  letter  of  that  gentleman  was  read, 
in  which  he  said,  that  if  the  matter  was  investigated,  the  borough  must  be 
lost,  as  there  was  no  doubt  of  the  bribery.— llie  ATToaNBY»GBNBaAL 
contended  that,  to  constitute  bribery,  there  must  be  a  paymeat  or  a  pro¬ 
mise,  before  the  election  t— and  the  Jo^e  (GAzaLBs)  told  the  Jory  tbe 
*  same  thing ;  adding,  that  if  that  promise  was  act  made  out  completely  lo 
ibeir  satisfactioB*  they  would  give  the  defendant  the  benefit  of  any  doubt 
they  might  have. — The  Jury  returned  a  rerdict  of  Not  Quilty! 

OxFomo,  Fbb.  5.— Sbdcction.— GooDALt  9,  Roobbs*— Thb  was  an 
aelion  brought  by  a  timber* dealer,  at  Nettlebed,  against  the  defendant,  a 
tradesman,  for  the  seduction  of  bis  daughter,  Mary  Anoe,  aged  80,  under 
a  promise  of  marriage.  From  the  evidence,  it  appeared  that  the  defen¬ 
dant,  who  was  between  40  and  50  years  of  age,  when  he  found  the  young 
woman  waa  pregnaiit,  wanted  her  to  drink  a  certain  tea,  that  would,  be 
said,  procure  abortion  ;  but  this  she  resolutely  refused  to  do.— On  the  part 
of  the  defendant,  an  attempt  was  made  to  depreciate  the  eharaefer  of  Mary 
Aane  Goodall,  but  it  failed  aliogeiher;  and  several  respectable  persons 
described  her  ss  being  a  modest  and  welbbebaved  girl,  and  particularly 
atteniive  lo  her  mother  when  she  was  ill.— The  consequence  of  her  inii- 
maey  wMi  the  defendsnt  was  the  birth  of  a  ehild,  for  whoso  support  the 
defendant  had  not  contributed  a  tixpenee. — Mr  Jaarfs,  for  tbe  plaintiff, 
called  0|»oo  tbe  Jury  to  give  exemplary  damages,  and  to  whip  the  defea- 
danl  as  a  villain  from  society,  whose  laws  he  had  insulted.— Ferdic/  for 
the  ftaintiff^damagee^  350/. 

DaFAMATio.M. — LacHMsaa  r.  Bakbe.— The  plaintiff  was  a  magistrate 
and  a  naval  officer;  the  defendant,  a  Clergyman;  both  sportiiig  men. 
They  quarrelled  about  gams  and  other  thiogs;  and  the  Reverend  Man  of 
Peace  meeting  the  Gallant  Man  of  War  one  day  in  tbe  field!  called  out  to 
him  in  a  passion,  **  You  dirty,  mean*spirited  blackguard,  you  have  forged 
the  names  of  the  Warden  and  Fellows  of  New  C^lege  ;  you  have,  you 
villain,  you  know  yon  have  !**-^This  'was  the  ground  of  the  action.— 
Verdict  for  the  vlaintij^-^darnttgee^  5/. 

Maucii  10.— MuaDBE.— MtcAar/  ToU  waa  found  guilty  of  the  murder 
of  Ann  Cook,  with  whom  he  had  lived  as  hia  wile.  It  appeared  that  they 
bad  quarrelled  on  the  road ;  that  they  were  seen  tilling  by  the  aide  of  a 
pit  logatber ;  that  Toll  bad  baan  heard  lo  tbraaloa  the  woman  ;  that  sbe 
waa  fonad  dead  at  the  boiloai  of  the  pit,  with  wounds  in  her  head,  which 
the  surgeon  said  were  not  caused  by  the  fall ;  and  that  the  screams  of  a 
womaa  hsd  been  heard  at  the  spot  in  question.  It  was  also  proved,  that 
n  slick  wilb  which  Toll  walked  was  marked  with  blood  at  the  end.— He 
denied  the  crime,  and  several  persona  gave  him  a  good  character. 

'  BsDFoao,  Maech  8.— Sbduction. — Lbtt  e.  Gebbn.— The  plaintiff 
in  Ibif  action  was  the  mother  of  Miss  LfCtt,  aged  38,  a  widow  residing  at 
Brombam.  near  Elston,  where  the  defendant,  a  farmer,  aged  30,  lived.

He  then  caught  her  by 
tbe  waist,  and  dragged  her  to  a  summer'bousd,  where  be  accomplished  his 
object,  and  she  waa  delivered  of  a  child  in  July,  in  consoquence  of  their 
iMimacy  —Mr  Kelly,  for  the  dcfeodani,  conleadcd  that  the  Jury  ought 
not  to  believe  the  Improbeble  01017,  *  woman  of  33  years  of  age  could 

be  forced  Into  a  summer-houae,  in  the  presence  of  her  sitter,  and  submit 
to  sueb  an  outrage  oa  her  person  in  a  place  close  by  the  public  road,  in 
view  of  several  cottages.  Tbe  charge  should  be  treated  with  scorn  and 
iadignalloa.— Mr  Baron  Vauoban  told  the  Jury  that  it  was  aa  extraordi¬ 
nary  if  not  an  unprceedeated  cate,  contideriog  the  age  of  tbe  parties.  It 
was  eertaialy  not  one  of  seduction  in  tbe  bad  sense  of  tbe  word ;  but  they 
would  deal  with  it  in  a  way  that  would  meet  tbe  justice  of  the  case.—
